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the Friendly Sons of St. I'atrirk of 
New York (Mty, and one of the chief 
participants in the recent Irish race 
convontinn, has issued the following 
statement In resard to Ireland's posi- 
tion in the present war: 

On the nit-niorablo nittht in 1914. 
after the opening of the war. when 
John Redmond arose In the House 
of Commons and promised the sup- 
port of the Irish people to England 
la this war, he In realltr abdieated 
the position be lud held for some 
years as the spokesman of Ireland. 
He came 'out in his tme colors as a 
British Imperialist and a man to 
whom the welfare of Kngland was 
dearer and closer than Is the liberty 
of Ireland. The truth is that Red- 
mond has long ceased to be an Irish- 
man in everything but name. His 
antccodont.s, his early training, his 
social surroundings and environ» 
nient. his long iLssociat ion with Kng- 
lishnicn and Knglish niovenif^nts - 
and latterly liis iiiiiTpsts all draw 
him in tin' ilircctioii of Kngland. 
They have Hiadc hiiu a convert to the 
belief that the preservation of the 
British Empire Is a vital necessity to 
mankind and that Ireland must be 
content to play a very subordinate 
part In It in order that there may be 
no disorganisation within the empire 
and no interference with the Anglo- 
Saxon dream of goveming the world. 

He has of late years become 
obsesaed with the notion of English 
might and power. Living In the 
center of her empire he has been so 
Impressed with her numbers and area 
as to — '-ifrrti I thtrr i w^t^ . re^L 
strength. He has not seen, as have 
so many thoughtful observers 
throughout the world, the cankers 
eating away :it Iter vitals and the 
decay which has been sapping licr 
energy and her power. Thoreforo 
at the outbreak of the war it seemed 
to him inevitable that Kngland and 
her mighty allies must conQuer in 
the strife against the Central Poy- 
ers. Without stopping to consult 
with the opinions, the sentiments or 
the interesU of the Irish people, 
without even, it is said, consnlttng 
with his assooiate members of Parlia- 
msnt, he staked all upon his belief 
in the InTinetbility of England. He 
committed Ireland — as far as he 
eoald — to a policy which would have 
made her forget the past and forego 
her rights, and have bound her more 
closely than ever to the chariot 
wheels of a triuroiriMnt and remorso- 
less England. 

But Redmond failed to tako into 
account either the true stntngth of 
the Central Powers or tlie dt^pili ami 
Intensity of Ireland's love of liheity 
and hatred of opprea.sion. 11>> be- 
!i«'ved, in common with the othor 
English leaders, that Berlin and 
Vienna would be captured within a 
few weeks after the beginning of the 
war, and that Germany and Austria 
must speedily snccnmb to the un- 
precedented comhination of foreee 
made against them. How greatly he 
and they errea is known even to the 
erdtaanr obeerrer here la America 
in splto of all that the oTsrworked 
censor can do to misre p r e s en t the 
troth and to turn Allied defeats and 
retMemenU Into victory and triumph. 
The months that have paeeed have 
shown only one triumph after an- 
other for the Central Powers and 
today we see them upon the soil of 
their enemies winning victory after 
victory and advancing from one 
triumph to another. 

But it was with relation to Ire- 
land that Redmond was most wrong 
and that his Judgment was the least 
of all based upon facts. Colored as 
his \iewB had become toward Eng- 
land he failed to grasp the fact that 
the mass of the Irish people — fol- 
lowing In the footsteps of the genera- 
tions that had preceded thenir— -clung 
tenaclonsly to their Ideas of nation' 
ailty and their love of liberty and 
could not be cajoled any more than 
they could be forced to regard Eng- 
land as other than a tyrant and an 
oppressor whose rule was to be borne 
while It must be, but was to be 
thrown off as soon as possible and 
whenever God given onportunity 
would enable the men of veland to 
do so. , , 

Certainly Mr. Redmond had rejid 
Irish history to little effect if he did 
not realize the saying of Wolfo Tone 
that "the connection betwe.>n Kng- 
land and Ireland was the curse of 
Ireland ' had sunk into the very 
heart of the Irish nature and was 
one of the moat cherished beliefs of 
the mass of the people. He hurried 
to Ireland in his new ardor, made 
himself the chief recmiUng sergeant 
of the King is » mad attempt to get 
the young men of Ireland to go out 
to fight in PUndsrs or OalllpoU. He 
has failed most Ingloriously even ac- 
cording to his own admissions In 
his effort to turn Ireland Into a con- 
V mted province of England and have 
Jw take her place with the Allies of 
England In this war of attempted 



extermination against peoples and 
nations that have never injured ire- 
land or wronged or oppressed Irish 
men. 

A month ago lie claimed tSO.OOO 
Irishmen had Joined the English 
colors. Driven from that ahsnrdity 
by the showing up of the official fig- 
ures he reduced that number last 
Sunday to 160,000. Ajs matter of 
fact, he is still more than BO, 000 
above the official figures. When one 
takes into account the meann rt^ 
sorted to in Ireland to drive men out 
of employment so they may have no 
choice but to enlist; the campaign 
of abuse and misrepresentation un- 
blushlngiy carried on by the Gov- 
ernment in Ireland to arouse the 
pa^ssions of the people and the exist- 
ence in Ireland of that large portion 
of the people who represent what Is 
known as the permanent garrison of 
the eoaatryt the resalt Is quite 
aegltglble. 

It shows eoBclnslvely that the peo- 
ple are tme to their old ideals and 
will have aone of Redmond and his 
new doctrine of trusting to the Jus- 
tice of England because England is 
now in a desperate situation fighting 
for her very life and ready to make 
any promise which will not require 
Immediate parting with that control 
over Ireland which she regards as 
th«» very breath of her life and the 
deprivation of which would mean her 
(ertniu reduction to the position of 
Holland or of Spain. Ireland today, 
Redmond to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Is not with England In this 
great war. The great mass of the 
people realize that It is England's 
and not Ireland's war. They have 
no love for England or for English 
methods or theories of government. 
They have nothing but hatred and 
hostility for English government 
They have- a bnraiag desire to eee 
Bfii^ish power destroyed and driven 
ont of Ireland, not partially or tem- 
porarily, but fully and for all time. 

England has labored to shut Ire 
land off from the rest of the world, 
to keep out all news from the out- 
side and to prevent any information 
from Ireland reaching the outside 
world, and i)a.rt i<ularly from reach- 
ing .\merica. Hut in spite of a meas- 
ure of .success in this work, she has 
largely failed, and news has been 
K.o\nn into and coming out of Ire- 
land during the whole course of the 
war. This has enabled tis to know 
with certainty that Ireland Is not 
In any sense of the word loyal to 
England. If she were so it would not 
be necessary to suppress, as England 
has suppressed, more than a doten 
newspapers. It would not be neces- 
sary to make snrssts In every comer 
of Ireland under the defense of the 
realm act, and to summarily drive 
men out of their country without 
written charges or even the farce of 
a trial. 

^U.aoiilrt.BOt, btjmnmiOLill break 
up meetings, interfere with gather- 
ings of the Irish volunteers, arrest 
and lmi)rlM)n men in three of the 
provinces for possessing arms, as 
fourth. .Xnd. more than all. when 
Knuland anil her allies are in such 
dire feed of men at the front, to keep 
in Ireland llie Ilubp army of occupa- 
tion, whiih sliows that Kngland still 
regards Ireland as a conquered coun- 
try and not as a contented, loyal and 
satisfied Knglish shire. The best 
qualified and clearest minds in Ire- 
land recognize that victory for Eng- 
land in this war means an unsup- 
porUble burden of taxation for Ire- 
land as her portion of "the victory." 
Probably in no other way could Red- 
mond be shown to be more com- 
pletely out of touch with Ireland 
than in his position on the question 
of increased taxation which is now 
agitating Ireland from Cape Clear 
to the Oiant%' Causeway.

During the iiresent Kieal w;ir in 
Europe priests have been slain in 
their churches by tli(> invading s(d- 
diery. Much hitter controversy haf, 
been creatntl thereby. In France and 
Belgiun) it is charged that this was 
uit one of a series of premeditated 
brutalities coolly planned by the 
German Invaders; in Germany It is 
said, on the other hand, that the 
number of prieste who were slain has 
been greatly exaggerated and that 
those who were thus killed were Il- 
legitimately engaged In assisting the 
•neniy and thus deserx'ed the fate 
which was alloted to them. In the 
former countries it is moreover as- 
serted that Protestant troops were 
si)eclally chosen to enter Belgium In 
order the more thoroughly to wreak 
vengeance on the conquered people. 
This is emphatically denied by the 
(ierinaiis 

A more moderate and just explaiia- 
ioii of the whoh' matter is Kiveii hy 
Prof. Aloys Schule. of the I'niversity 
of Bonn, a noted historian and a 
rathollc. in a recent issue of the In- 
ternational Monthly Review for Sci- 
ence, Art and Technique. Prof. 
Bchuite says: 

"In times of war In all conntrles 
nly one rule Is recognised, all wlth- 
ut exception are' bound to obey the 
laws promulgated by the military 
uithorlty. * Chnrch servante who are 
not strictly connected with ■ their 
parish church naturally escape the 
suspicion of the enemy. To the 
ProtesUnt preacher and the rabbi 
church or synagogue are a house for 
(•reaching first and then a house for 
prayer; their use Is confined to one 
day In a week. Preacher and rabbi 
very often wear a dress that prevents 
their beinK rec<)>;nized as such. The 
relation of the Catholic pastor to his 
church is nuicli closer; he there 
holds his religious sei^Icea every 
day. there the nie«sed Sacrament is 
kept. If he wishes to go to the sick 
or wouixh'd to bring thorn the 
\'iatlcum he first must visit the 
hurch and afterward return to it. 
I'he Protestant pastor or the rabbi Is 
not forced to go to the church build- 
ing while the combat is going on, 
hut the Catholic priest mtist remove 
the Blessed Sacrament from the alter 
to save It from dlstnrlwBos and mvst 
conceal tt Re can be essllr rscog^ 
olsed by his attire. 

"We therefore can readily nader- 
stand In the first place that an invad- 
ing enemy more frequently meete a 
Catholic priest In the chnrch building 
than a ProtesUnt ailaistw. If the 
alien soldiery are stovmlng a church 
tower to destroy the rifle machine 
which has been placed there, almost 
certain destruction is due to the 
pastor who happens at such a time to 
leave the church. Can It not be 
clearly seen how the soldiers would 
In such an instance act in good faith 
and at the same time perhaps slay an 
absoluely Innocent man?" 

It is always well In mat tent such 
as these to teke Into consideration 
the whole clrcumbtences in a case. In 
war many things oecnr which in or- 
dinary life would be impossible. The 
situation of the InTading anny in the 
instettce mentioned here can readily 
be grasped. It can certainly be ssen 
bow Its actions might be extreme in 
appearance and yet be carried out 
entirely In good faith, as stated by 
Prof. Schulte. C. B. of C. V.

IRISH SITLATIOX (iltAVK. 



All Ireland was placed under 
martial law Thursday afternoon, 
when the upriaing at Dublin was 
still acvte and the dlatarbance 
spreadinK over entire Ireland. 
Premier Asquith, In the House of 
Commons, admitted tliat llio Irish 
situation, caused by burdensome and 
onjuat taxation, attll presented aerl- 
oua features and that there were 
indications of a spread of the move- 
ment to other parts of Ireland, es- 
pecially the West. This Is evidence 
that the Irish people .no not anainst 
Germany, and bear out our con- 
tention that the masses oppose 
England. Despite the rigid censor- 
ship, it was learned that Major Oen. 
Sir John Maxwell, who formerly 
commanded the British forces in 
Egypt, was leaving for Ireland. 

Sir Edward Carson and John 
Bedmond, who were the leaders of 
the opposing factions in the Irish 
home rule controversy, expressed 
lu the IIdusp of rominons their ab- 
horrence of tlie uprising and their 
desire to support the Government. 

This proclamation of martial law 
throughout Ireland indicates an 
extension of disturbances, details of 
which the press censorship Is with- 
holding. Cable dispatches Wednes- 
day and early Thursday gave the 
Impression that the British authori- 
ties had the situation In Ireland 
well in hand, bnt to these the^ 
can be given onir little eredtsoe.

POPH AND THE JEWS. 



The American Jewish Committee 
find consolation and hope in the 
jvmarkable letter written them In 
the name of His Holiness I'ope 
Benedict XV. by the Cardinal Sec- 
retary of State. This beautiful let- 
ter, breathing the Christ-like spirit 
of peace and love, has been received 
with great satisfaction by those to 
whom it is addressed. Herman 
Bernstein thus comments on it in 
the American Hebrew : 

Among all the I'apal br,ll.s ever 
Issued with regard to tho Jews 
throughout tlie history of the Vatican 
there is no stateiiieut that equals 
this dire<'t, unmistakable plea for 
equality for the Jews and against 
prejudice on religious grounds. The 
bull issued by Innocent IV., declaring 
tho Jews Innocent of the charge of 
nsinf.; Christian blood for ritual pur- 
poses, while a remarkable docummt, 
was after all merely a statement ot 
fact, whereas the iM-eeent statenksnt 
by Pope Benedict XV. is a plea 
agiUnst religious prejudice and per- 
secution. 

It should be noted, however, that 
the communication of His Holiness 
is not a Papal bull, but a letter 
from the Cardinal Secretary of 
State. 



Kvery political otTIce or favor 
Roosevelt ever received was from 
the hands of the Republican party. 
Was he in any way grateful or ap- 
preciative? Apparently not. The 
moment that the Republican party 
did not do exactly as Br'er Roosevelt 
wanted It to do he calmly deserted 
It and started a personal party of 
his own.
